© The judge overruled a motion by 
Lewis's counsel, Welly K. Hopkins, 
to acquit Lewis and the UMW of 
the contempt charges. 

Hopkins anmgued that the Gov- 
érnment’s evidence was “not suf- 
ficient to sustain either criminal 
or civil contempt beyond a reason- 
able doubt.” 

Judge Goldsborough looked at 
the ceiling, then said: “The motion 
will have to be overruled.” Golds- 
borough, overruled other technical 
motions. 

No Defense Argument. 

Hopkins said Lewis and the 
tinion would waive argument. Hop- 
kins said he would argue the case 
if the judge invited him to. 

Assistant Attorney General H. 
Graham Morison told reporters he 
will “review the whole thing” in 
his final argument tomorrow 
morning. That left the prospect 
of several hours of argumept. 

' Before the Government rested, 
Lewis’s counsel won a point when 
Goldsborough ruled out evidence 
about the UMW policy of “no con- 
tract, no work.” 

Morison tried to bring it into 
the trial. He said he wanted to 
show that Lewis called a coal 
strike last —— by “use of a 
trick or e rds.” 

Morison 8a that whos 
wrote the miners on March 12 that 
their contract was “dishonored,” 
this word had a “catalytic effect” 
of calling a strike. 

Lewis has publicly denied he 
éalled a strike. He contends the 
miners volntarily quit work. 

Hopkins objected to Morison’s

Morison wanted to introduce 
two issues of the United Mine 
Workers Journal which proclaim 
“that the union’s policy is not to| 
work without a contract.

streamlined passenger train hit a 
truck at a grade crossing and two 
coaches overturned and caught 
fire. 


KREMLIN, Okla., April 14 (AP) 
~The southbound Rock Island 
Rocket overturned here today. All 
available ambulances have. been 
summoned from nearby Enid. 


(The United Press reported B. 
A. Chester, the railroad’s agent at 
Kremlin, said the train hit a truck 
at a highway crossing. 


He said “many” persons were in- 
jured in the accident. He said 
three cars were derailed and burst 
into flames after overturning, 


(The agent sald it had not yet 
been determined whether any of 
the persons aboard had been 
killed.) 


The telephone operator. at 
Kremlin reported that persons 
Were trapped in a coach, which 
Was burning. The operator said, 
“We have had a terrible accident.” 

The accident occurred just be- 
fore 3 p.m., St. Louis time. 


A fire truck also rushed to 
Kremlin, which is 75 miles north 
of Oklahoma City.

First reports indicated the train, 
which does not make a stop at 
Kremlin, left the rails as it passed 
through the town.

current world situation. “™“... 
The people have not been told,” 
she said, “that the Russian press 
and radio speak of Alaska as a 
part of Russia and that jet planes 
have violated Alaskan skies.” 

She did not amplify. 


In Washington, Air Force head-

said that if any Russian planes 
had been over the territory they 
heard nothing about it.

Sharp had been charged on two 
counts with burglary and larceny, 
growing out of the attempted 
safecracking at the Anchor Laun- 
dry, 7534 Manchester boulevard, 
Maplewood, and the previous en- 
try of an automobile sales agency 
nearby. These charges were re- 
duced by the St. Louis County 
Prosecuting Attorney’s office to 
petit larceny. They were reduced 


| at Terrill’s request, Prosecuting 


Attorney Stanley Wallach said. 
Concurfent Sentences. 
Tirrell sentenced Sharp to six 
months in jail on each of the petit 
larceny charges and to three 
months in jail on a charge of au- 


‘tomobile theft, which was lodged 


against him after he told Maple- 
wood police the automobile in 
which he and two companions 
drove to the laundry was stolen. 
Tirrell ordered the sentences to be 
served concurrently. 

At the; same time, Tirrell sen- 
tenced William E. Kniker, 17 years 
old, who’ was arrested with Sharp 


Pin the laundry, to a like term 


in the county jail on similar 
charges. The magistrate, however, 
suspended Kniker’s sentence. The 
third man who was in the laun- 
dry when police arrived. 

Chief of Police Leonard Browne 
of Maplewood told a reporter that 
Tirrell had meted out the sen- 
tences in Sharp's case “over my 
objection.” He said he thought 
the Kniker boy might “be given 
another chance,” 

Police Chief Opposed. — 

Browne said the judge told him 
of his plans in the case before it 
was called yesterday in court. The 
police chief said he told Tirrell, 
“I’m not in favor of reducing the 
charges for a perpetual offender 
and I think he (Sharp) should go 
to the penitentiary.” 

Tirrell told a reporter that he 
had made a personal investiga- 
tion of the case and a thorough 
study of Sharp’s life history. He 
found, he related, that the youth 
had spent all but five months of 
his life since he was 11 years old 
in the custody of various law en- 
forcement agencies. 

When Sharp was 11 years old, 
his mother placed him.in Belle- 
fontaine Farms because she was 
unable to take eare of him, Ter- 
rill said. Since that time he has 
served in the reformatory at 
Boonville and, in 1945, was sen- 
tenced to three years at Algoa Re- 
formatory on four charges of 
burglary and larceny. He escaped 
from Algoa after 21 days, was re- 
arrested and sent to the peniten- 
tiary, Tirrell related. 

“I felt that it was. not a ques- 
tion of punishment, but one of re- 
habilitation, so far as Sharp was 
concerned,” Tirrell said. “I saw 
thig as a chance for the State of 
Missouri to look the other way 
and not demand its pound of 
flesh. I wanted to give the youth 
the one last chance he asked for.”

Yesterday’s Soviet note, 
broadcast said, pointed out that | 
Trieste was created a free city | 
and territory by the Italian peace | 
treaty, signed by 21 nations, in- | 
cluding the Big Four. It said re- | 
vision of the treaty by means of_| 
“correspondence or by convening 
private conferences” is unaccept- 
able and violates “elemental prin- 
ciples of* democracy.” 

The note was in response to 
formal Unfted  States-British- 
French suggestions on Trieste 
made to Russia in notes on March 
20 and repeated last Friday with 
an urgent request for action. 

(In Moscow, the press published 
without comment a Tass dispatch | 
reporting that Russia has rejected | 
the proposal on Trieste. 

(In Washington State Depart- 
ment officials conceded there was 
no way to force the Trieste issue, 
since peace treaty amendments 
have to be agreed to by the four 
powers. But officials believe that 
important political initiative had 
been won. The Soviet rejection 
came as a surprise to diplomatic 
authorities. They had expected 
Russia to ignore it until after the 
Italian elections, or agree to 
“negotiate” on Trieste and turn 
it down at a later date.) 

Among other things, the Rus- 
sian action apparently ruled out a 


Trieste’s future. 
Yugoslavs Wanted City. | 

It was primarily because of 
Yugoslavia’s insistent -fight that 
Trieste was made a free territory 
in the peace treaty. Yugoslavia 
had the full backing of Russia in 
its demand that Trieste be made 
a Yugoslay city. The free terri- 
tory emerged as a compromise, as 
the Western nations ‘stubbornly 
bucked the demand. 

Shortly after the new Western 
power proposal was made, Yugo- 
slavia made a tentative offer to 
swap the free territory of Trieste 
to Italy for the nearby Italian 
city of Gorizia. Italy turned that 
down. ‘ 

The governmental affairs of the 
free territory are thoroughly tan- 
gled. Under the peace treaty the 
United Nations Security Council 
was to appoint a governor, but 
has been deadlocked for months 
and unable to get together on a 
candidate. 

The territory—430 square miles 
and 330,000 persons—now is occu- 
pied by British and American 
troops in one zone and by Yugo- 
slay forces in the other. It lies 
exactly on the line which divides 
Communist-controlled eastern Eu- | 
rope from the west. | 

The Italian Government and | 
other Italian anti-Communists | 
welcomed the Western proposal 
for return of Trieste and hailed 
it in campaign speeches. The 
Communists in Italy denounced it 
as an “American-style swindle,”

WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP) 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, said 
today he is “disappointed” about 
the results of Nebraska’s primary. 
He said in a statement: 

“T am naturally disappointed 
about the primary results in 
Nebraska but shall always 
deeply grateful to Senator Butler 
and so many others who sup- 
ported me so loyally. 

“Of course, Gov. Dewey carried 
the state in 1940 and Mr. Stassen

Although some questions had 
been raised as to the sufficiency 
and constitutionality of the legis- 
Jation, which was passed by the 
General Assembly at its recent 
session, the Governor asserted he 
had “resolved all doubts in favor 
_ of the bills, keeping in mind that 
it is the fundamental obligation of 

the state to care for its insane.” 
“ -< It is estimated:that transfer of 
the two institutions will save the 
financially-distressed city about 
$1,350,000 a year. The bills had 
been sponsored by the city admin- 
istration, which asserted St. Louis 
was the only city in the nation 
which maintained institutions for 
extended care of mental patients. 

Title Transfers for $1. 

Under the bills, the state will re- 
ceive title to the two city institu- 
tions for $1 each. The sanitarium, 
which has about 3400 patients, is 
' valued at about $5,500,000. The 
training school, occupying a tract 
of about 550 acres at Bellefontaine 
and Hall roads, St. Louis county, 
has nearly 400 patients. The 
school grounds and buildings are 
valued at about $1,000,000. 
, The two institutions will be 
taken over for the state by Samuel 
Marsh, director of the Depart- 
ment of Health and Welfare, and 
assigned to the division of mental 
diseases, which is in charge of 
management of state mental hos- 
pitals. The Governor said Marsh 
probably will begin soon a study 
of the situation so arrangements 
for state operation of the institu- 
tions can be completed as soon 4s 


possible after the July 19 effective 
date 


Gov. Donnelly said there is some 
question whether the Legislature 
appropriated sufficient funds for 
operation of the sanitarium and 
training school during the next 
state fiscal year, beginning July 
1. He pointed out, however, that 
the 1949 Legislature will be in 
session next January and sup- 
plemental funds can be provided, 
if necessary.

WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP)— 
A report to Congress today labeled 
as “obviously corrupt” the wartime 
negotiations between millionaire 
plane builder Howard Hughes and 
Maj. Gen. Bennett E. Meyers. 

The Senate War Investigating 
Committee called for a law to deal 
with any future case of the kind. 

It said such a law should de- 


mand that both private citizens 
and officials “report promptly all 
attempts at bribery, extortion, or 
other corrupt acts in connection 
with the negotiation of govern- 
ment business.” 

The final report of the seven- 
year-old committee once headed by 
the then Senator Truman covers 
the group’s sensation-packed hear- 
ings of last year. 

These began as an inquiry into 
Hughes's plane contracts but later~ 
centered around the wartime ac- 
tivities of Meyers as No. 2 pur- 
chasing officer for the Army Air 
Forces. 

As a result of the committee’s 
disclosures, Meyers was convicted 
and sentenced to 20 months to five 
years on a perjury charge. He also 
faces two income tax fraud in- 
dictments and possibly a court 
martial. 

The report also criticized the 
Air Force for “vacillation and in- 
decision” in its war contracting 
and for a “lackadaisical” attitude 
fin back-checking on Hughes con- 
tract for production of photo 
planes. 

The committee criticized the Air 
Force and War Department for 
failing to act against Meyers al- 
though they were “put on notice 
on several occasions that Gen. 
Meyers was conducting himself in 
: manner detrimental to the serv- 
ce.”

the five war years in an attempt 
to win favor of Air Force and 
other officials handling con- 


tracts. 

5. That all such costs he “dis- 
allowed in computing federal in- 
come taxes.” 

6. That the “draft deferments 
of John Meyer should be fully 
investigated by the Department 
of Justice.” 

No Mention of Brewster. 

Listed in the report are most of 
the names that made headlines 
during the hearings—except that 
of Senator -Brewster (Rep.), 
Maine, chairman of the full com- 
mittee. 

Hughes contended under oath— 
and Brewster denied as a sworn 
witness—that the chairman had 
offered to call off the investiga- 
tion if Hughes would agree to a 
merger of his Trans-World Air- 
lines with Pan American Airways.

A bill plugging a loophole through 
which the state is losing an esti- 
mated $200,000 a year in sales 
taxes on automobile sales was 
signed yesterday by Gov. Donne!l- 
ly. It becomes effective July 19. 
The new law imposes a “high- 
Way use tax” on all new and used 
automobiles purchased by Mis 
sourians. The rate will be the 
game as the state sales tax, or 2 
per @ent af the purchase price. No 
certificate of title can he issued 
after the law goes into effect un- 
less the use tax is paid at the 
time the application is made for a 
title. However, if the sales tax 
has been paid, the use tax will 

not be collected. 

The effect of the act is to col- 
lect a 2 per cent sales tax from 
Missourians who now — purchase 
their cars outside the state to es- 
cape such payment. A repre- 
sentative of the Missouri Automo- 
bile Dealers’ Agsociation, which 
sponsored the bill, said a survey 
showed that in 1941 the state lost 
$140,000 in sales taxes because of 
the purchase of automobiles in 
Iilinois by residents of St. Louis 
and St. Louis county. 

The use tax also is intended to 
enforce collection of sales taxes 
on automobiles sold by irrespon- 
sible “curbstone” used car deal- 
ers. It was reported that in 
many instances fly-by-night dea)- 
ers collect sales taxes on the 
used cars they sell, and then dis- 
appear without turning the money 
into the state.

ISCUSSIONS that may some day. be regarded as making a 
turning point in history have been going on quietly in Wash- 
ington during the last few days, They concern the future rela- 


tionship between the United States and the western European union 


=the eventual] formation, in fact, 


of an “Atlantic union,” which will 


constitute an integrated power grouping even stronger than the new 


Soviet empire. 


The many problems involved in 
this gigantic task are being 
studied carefully by the higher 
staffs of the State and armed serv- 
ices departments. They have con- 
stituted a chief topic of Belgian 
Prime Minister Spaak’s fruitful 
talks here. Informal preliminary 
contacts already have been made 
with the other western union na- 
tions—Britain, France and The 
Netherlands—through regular dip- 
lomatic channels. With the ha- 
bitual majestic slowness of diplo- 


macy, the stage of a formal ex-| 
change of views should be reached | 


im a week or 10 days. 

Even within the American ad- 
ministration, there are consid- 
erable differences of opinion on 
several major points. Eventual- 
ly, there must be a treaty be- 
tween the United States and the 
western Eu union. 

But should it be now? What is 
the best way to fit the projected 
Atiantic union into the United 
Nation's framework? How can 
we prevent an American mill- 
tary guaranty of the western 
European countries from seem- 
ing to leave out in the cold oth- 
er nations which are lly 
in greater danger, such as Italy, 
Greece and the countries of 
Scandinavia? 

These are complex technical 
questions, which require most 
careful consideration. 

Then, too, immediate proposals 
to Cengress will be made only if 
the Senate seems gure to accept 
them, and even Senator Arthur 
H. Vandenberg has yet to be con- 
sulted. Nor can such proposals 
be formulated until there is agree- 
ment on the diplomatic level, and 
even the western union countries 
have not absolutely agreed among 
themselves, 

All want a treaty which would 
Make the “Atlantic union” a 
formal grouping resting on a solid 
legal foundation, but the French, 
who always prefer everything in 
writing, are particularly insistent 
on treaty-making without delay. 
The British share the French 
view, without being so insistent. 

Prime Minister Spaak, repre- 
senting Benelux, has placed great- 
er emphasis on the practical than 
on the legal aspects. Joint plan- 
ning of the defense of Europe 

aggression, and mutual co- 
operation to provide the means for 
this defense, are what interest 
BSpaak most at the moment. 

Question of Tactical Factors. 

The American policy-makers 
warmly approve Spaak’s emphasis 
and are also troubled by two other 
tactical factors. 

First, it is important that the 
western union nations should not 


against aggression, Their. own 
staffs must meet. They must make 
their own defense plans and de- 
cide on what and how much each 
of them will contribute to carrying 
out those plans. The need for a 
unified command, the need to ap- 
portion contributions of man- 
power, and other thorny obstacles

Only when all this has been 
done should the United States be 
asked for its special contribution,

The best news to come out of East St. Louis 
and St. Clair County, and for that matter out 
of the whole of Southern Illinois, in many years 
is the resounding defeat of Boss Dan McGlynn 
and his bi-partisan political machine. 

It is news which should be spread far and 
wide over the United States as encouragement 
to citizens, wherever they may be, who think 
themselves locked in the grip of self-serving 
politicians.

After the election frauds of last year, the use 
of technicalities to defeat the popular will, the 
frustration of grand juries by bi-partisan ma- 
chine officeholders, the voters declared they had 
had enough of Dan McGlynn. They snowed him 
under in his own county of St. Clair and piled 
an avalanche of votes on him in Madison county. 

The rout of St. Clair County’s machine State's 
Attorney, Louis P. Zerweck, is so complete that 
there appears to be no way in which he could 
be saved even by the most perfect job of last- 
minute vote stealing. | 

With virtually all precincts réported, Richard 
T. Carter, former Army flyer, had more than 
19,000 votes to Zerweck’s 10,000. The missing re- 
turns included those of Negro precincts on which 
the machine counted strong. But Mr. Carter's 
2-to-1 majority should stand a lot of machine re- 
turns without being overtaken, 

Zerweck’s defeat serves two excellent pur- 
poses. It gets rid of that machine tool in the 
primary. It makes it unnecessary to expend 
further effort to beat him in the November elec- 
tion. After nearly 16 years of Zerweck, the vot- 


ers have given him the bum’s rush. They want: 


no more of his office’s faulty indictments, they 
want no more of his dismissals of other indict- 
ments against the City Hall gang—they want no 
more of any part of him, 

But the voters did more than fire Zerweck. 
They nominated in his place one of the victims 
of the machine’s tactics. Mr. Carter was elected 
to the East St. Louis City Council a year ago in 
the beginning of this revolt against misrule. He 
was declared elected by the proper officials. Yet 
he has been held out of his seat by an election 
contest of the machine commissioner whom he 
was declared to have defeated. Mr. Carter's 
nomination er Zerweck tells the boss and his 
minions what the people think of that kind of 
flouting of their verdict at the polls.

This 1-2-3 punch started with the municipal 
election last year when the independents actual- 
ly elected at least two of the five East St. Louis 
Commissioners, It continued with the defeat of 
machine candidates for the School Board last Sat- 
urday. It swept on with the rout of the boss and 
his henchmen in the primary. This succession 
of blows for good government show that a civic 
rejuvenation can take place in a boss-ridden com- 
munity. 

Above all else, this triumph over the McGlynn 
machine proves that the primary belongs to the 
people. In all too many instances voters stay 
at home on primary day and thus allow the ma- 
chine to nominate candidates, who will do its 
bidding in offices such as Zerweck’s. The East 
Side voters went to,the polls and used the free 
ballot which they are fortunate enough to pos- 
sess. Using it, they won a battle for freedom. 

We repeat: this is a victory for government 
by the people which should be spread over the 
country, one which should be broadcast over the 
world in many tongues to those who are wonder- 
ing whether democracy is a virile, strong, ade- 


quate way of life.

This Terrible Housing Climate 


The climate is what’s wrong with the housing 
situation. Socially and legislatively, the climate 
isn’t favorable to the accumulation of private 
property, it is found by Chief Economist Gains- 
brugh of the National Industrial Conference 
Board. 

We have subjected Mr. Gainsbrugh’s report to 
our best grade of examination, and think he’s 
right. The climate is unquestionably what is 
the matter. It isn’t the heat, which is' certainly 
on the fellow who is looking for a place to live 
in, It’s the humidity, which is so high that any- 
one who buys housing nowadays is soaked. 
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Postponed Pay Checks 

The modern worker’s new concept, that the 
present must help take care of the future, is 
supported in a decision by the National Labor 
Relations Board regarding pensions. 
the board rules, must bargain with employes on 
pension plans if they are asked to. 

Time was when a man expected to be paid by 
the job. With more intensive industrialization 
came the idea of a regular wage, usually on a 
weekly basis. But this still left the future to 
whatever opportunities presented themselves for 
thrift. The desire for longer-range security on a 
feasible basis has turned labor’s thinking toward 
pension and insurance plans. 

Where pensions once were considered a loon: 
ury, they are now sought as basic contractual 
obligation—just like the weekly pay check, The 
demand for a pension can amount, in effect—to 
a demand for an increase in pay to be collected 

t a latter date. If this is debased into an at- 
tempt to collect twice for the same work, it can- 
not be justified. But if, through employe con- 
tributions and a willingness to accept agreed in- 
creases in a new form, it seeks to ease the work- 
er’s mind, much can be said in its favor. 

It does not take much of an economist to 
demonstrate the value of retired workers who 
are able to take care of themselves. There is 
not only the nePative value of having to pay 
less taxes for doles, but also the positive stimu- 
lus of a larger reservoir of purchasing power. 

The desire to provide for the future is a per- 
fectly natural one, and there can be no basic ob- 
jection to seeking to add pensions to such other 
devices as Social Security, endowment insurance, 
saving accounts, investments, etc. But in asking

for pensions, employes must realize that they 
are asking for deferred wages. They must agree 
that this postponed income should be reflected 
in the current pay envelope. 

It will be interesting to see to what extent the 
CIO recognizes this principle in‘the Inland Steel 
case—in which the NLRB made its decision-—- 
as well as in the negotiations with General 
Motors and other firms which have been served 
with similar requests. 
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Stassen Wins Again 

For the second time in two weeks Harold Stas- 
sen of Minnesota comes riding out of the politi- 
cal lists as the young knight with the victory 
ribbons affixed to his lance, the bays and the 
laurels around his casque. 

His decisive lead over New York's Thomas 
Dewey in the Nebraska popularity test—after the 
Wisconsin victory—must really alert the Old 
Guard to his vote-getting strength at least in 
his native habitat, the Middle West. And even 


though two states do not make a nation, the re-. 


sults may well betoken a broader support as yet 
untried. 

Youth, persistent campaigning, the willingness 
to take a position, and forward-looking policy 
statements—especially on foreign affairs — un- 
doubtedly have impressed the voters. The con- 
trast between his open appeals and the cautious, 
professional approach of the New York Governor, 
it would seem, have been noted and judged. In 
spite of his assured Eastern support, Mr. Dewey's 
chances for the nomination must be reckoned 
lower today than at any time since the hunt 
for delegates began. 

Stassen’s margin over Senator Taft of Ohio, 
however, is even more impressive, both in num- 
bers and in significance. Nebraska was the Sen- 
ator’s first test, and no doubt he expected to 


meet it rather well since he had the support of . 


Senator Hugh Butler’s Omaha machine and had 
joined Stassen and Dewey in a real crossroads 
campaign. The machine, however, took a beat- 
ing, and the campaigning was in vain. Incom- 
plete returns indicate that Omaha has a slight 
preference for Dewey with Stassen a very com- 
fortable second at worst, and Taft a bad third 
in the city as in the state. 

Since Senator Vandenberg sought to have his 
name removed from the ballots and took no part 
in the Nebraska campaigning, his fourth place 
showing is a less certain indication of his 
strength—-or the lack of it-——than it might other- 
wise have been. It still leaves him just about 
the No. 1 dark horse. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur's fifth place finish 
surely must have had about the same effect on 
his chances as a kamikaze on a munitions light- 
er. And Gov. Warren and Speaker Martin, fin- 
ishing behind the general, today definitely are 
in the “also ran” class. 

There will be other tests between now and 
the gathering in Philadelphia, notably the Ohio 
primary which now looms up as the major Stas- 
sen-Taft test. Their outcomes are not predict- 
able. Yet certainly Stassen has shown enough 
strength to make the homination anything but 
cut and dried. * His frank and early bid for the 
Presidency, instead of counting against him-—as 
some old-timers said it would-—has put him into 
the midst of the fight as a most formidable con- 
tender. 
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Strength for Any Challenge 

Air Secretary Symington was forebodingly 
specific before the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee yesterday. The Russians, he said, seem 
fo be eager for a show-down with the United 
States, and they want it.to come in the air. He 
added that they now are building 12 times as 
many planes as we are. 

Such a prospect can be met id only one way: 
The United States must rebuild its air force to 
the point where it is adequate to any challenge. 
Certainly, this means passing the pending bill 
which would increase the force from 55 to 70 air 
combat groups. That is the minimum urged by 
the Secretary. 

‘Shere would be no difficulty, he said, in staff- 
ing such a force. The air arm always has been 
able to attract more than enough volunteers, he 
added, and gave its support to the draft and 
U.M.T. only because the Army wants these man- 
power controls. That may well be so, but Con- 
gress cannot afford to neglect other aspects of 
the defense program simply because it decides to 
provide plenty of planes. If it did so, the United 
States might find itself with a flying Maginot 
Line. The experience of the last war made it 
clear enough that victory calls for more than 
bombers and fighter escorts. 

‘A strong air force, nevertheless, is the No, 1 
item of a sound defense program. Probably only 
planes could be brought into action quickly 
enough to prevent a new Dunkirk in Western 


Europe. 
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Hole Still to Be Plugged 


A bill which should be revived in this ses- 
sion of Congress is the one which Senator 
Hatch first sponsored eight years ago: to make 
a federal offense of vote frauds in primaries or 
elections involving federal offices. 

All federal prosecutions for vote frauds are 
now based on a charge of conspiracy to deprive 
the citizen of his civil right to have his vote 
honestly counted. This is better than nothing and 
under Maurice Milligan it worked wonders in 
the 1936 Kansas City frauds. Even so, it means 
use of an old statute which doesn’t once men- 
tion stuffing ballot boxes, ghost voting or other 
frauds. 

Thanks largely to the hard work of Arthur 
J. Freund of St. Louis, a federal elections bill 
has been much discussed in the American Bar 
Association and in 1941 Senator Hatch’s then 
pending bill missed by the narrowest possible 
squeak the bar’s indorsement. It failed only 
by the tie vote of 66-66 to win House of Dele- 
gates approval. 

Since that time there have been other vote 
frauds, including those in the Slaughter-Axtell 
contest in the 1946 Missouri Democratic primary 
in Kansas City. The need for a direct, specific 
federal statute to cover expressly all such in- 
vasions of honest elections is so cle’r that the 
cause really requires no argument. The time 
has come to reintroduce the bill and push it to 
enactment. 

While the idea should appeal to many mem- 
bers of Congress, it would be particularly ap- 
propriate to have it introduced by two or more 
members of the Missouri delegation. Every Mis- 
sourian knows the frauds which have disgraced 
this state. Every Missouri member knows the 
desirability of making the very fact of a fraud 
in a federal-election an offense without any re- 
sort to the difficult proof of conspiracy.

The greatest demonstration of popular 
government in our time is when 50,000,000 
Or more citizens determine who shall be 
the next President, No patriotic citizen 
will question that such an election should 
be conducted under rules which will defi- 
nitely result in the 
election of one of the 
candidates and that 
all votes should be 
counted by a method 
that will accurately 
and justly reflect the 
will of the American 
people. We do not 
have such a system. 

The Constitution 
provides that each 
state shall be entitled 
to a number of elec- 
tors equivalent to the 
number of.

President. 


What’s wrong with this 
Everything—for a democracy: 

First, as is indicated by the recurrent 
threat of revolt, there is always the danger 
that some electors will not actually cast 
their votes for the national candidates of 
their party. Only California and Oregon 
have enacted legislation imposing a duty 
upon electors to vote for the candidates of 
the political party which they represent.

When the House Chooses 


Second, a candidate must obtain a ma- 
jority of all the electoral votes—266, In a 
close contest, any third party which ob- 
tains a few electoral votes can prevent the 
election of the major party candidate who 
obtains only a plurality. Once the election 
is thrown into the House it would be pos- 
sible, as has happened on three occasions, 
for a candidate with the second highest 
number of votes to be elected President. 


Third, each state casts its electoral votes 
asa unit. If a candidate wins by one vote, 
the entire electoral vote goes for that can- 
didate. 

Since both national parties are mainly 
concerned with the electoral votes of the 
doubtful states, a system has developed of 
discrimination against Southerners in the 
selection of presidential candidates. In the 
early days, our most outstanding Presi- 
dents—Washington, Jefferson, Madison-—- 
came from the South. Today some of the 
most capable men in the country come 
from the South. Yet such men have no 
chance of being nominated, 

Finally, the present system deters South- 
ern voters from exercising their right to 
vote, The Democratic voter feels sure that 
the electoral votes in his state go to the 
Democratic candidate. The Republican 
knows that no matter how many Republi- 
can votes are gained in the state, none of 
the electoral votes will go to the candi- 
date. 


An Instrument of Tyranny 


It is clear that there is a very close re- 
lationship between the electoral college 
system and the underdeveloped role of the 
South in the political life of America, But 
the connection is not, as some Southerners 
have mistakenly contended, that the possi- 
bility of a revolt in the electoral college 
provides an instrument for the political lib- 
eration of the South. 

The electoral college system, far from 
being an instrument of liberation, is an 
instrument of tyranny, The answer to the 
problem is not to misuse an already defec- 
tive system but rather,to iron defects out 
of the system. ‘ 


In developing a program for improving | 


our system of electing Presidents, it is first 
necessary to go back and see just what the 
Founding Fathers had in mind and how

the system took form. The method was in- 
tended to place absolute contro] of the 
choice of the President in the small body 
of superior citizens selected by the staies. 
‘In a very short time, the motivating rea- 
sons for the electoral college were either 
forgotten or abandoned, The electors be- 
came only robots or puppets, selected under 


a moral restraint to vote for a particular | 


person in a particular party. So it has 
come to pass that this curious machinery 
has become only a mode of casting the vote 
for that candidate who is the favorite of a 
majority within the particular state. 


End to Bloc Voting 


The Constitution contains nothing to in- 


' dicate that the total electoral vote should 


be given to the candidate who has obtained 
the greatest number of votes in that state. 
In fact, at the time of the Constitutional 
Convention,. it seems to have been taken 
for granted that some electors could cast 
their votes for one candidate and other 
electors for another candidate, 


In 1800, however, the Federalist states 
enacted legislation providing for the selec- 
tion of electors on a “general ticket.” The 
purpose was to enhance the opportunity of 
the Federalist candidate. The Jeffersoni- 
ans protested against this device, claiming 
that it served to disfranchise the anti- 
Federalist voters in the Federalist states. 


They made an unsuccessful attempt to 
amend the Constitution. Failing in this, 
they adopted the general ticket system 
themselves, thereby disfranchising the Fed- 
eralist voters in their states. As a result, 
the general ticket system became universal. 

Theoretically, it would be possible for the 
general ticket or bloc voting’ system to be 
done away with by the states. Yet the his- 
tory of the Seventeenth Amendment proves 
that unilateral action by the states is im- 
practical. Before the Seventeenth Amend- 
many states enacted legislation 
which in effect provided for the popular 
election of Senators. But it was impossible 
for this system to become Widespread until 
it was provided for by constitutional 
amendment. 

A constitutional amendment js also neces- 
sary for other reasons, The easiest method 
to get away from the general ticket system 
is to allocate the electoral votes of each 
state to the candidates of the various par- 
ties in direct proportion to the number of 
votes cast for them. Yet this necessarily 
means that a third-party candidate who ob- 
tained a sprinkling of votes in a number of 
states would obtain a number of electoral 
votes on the final count. 


A Formula for Reform 


Under the present provision requiring a 
candidate to obtain a majority of the elec- 
toral votes, this might throw many more 
elections into the House of Representatives. 
This contingency should be avoided at all 
costs. The only way to avoid it, once a 
system of allocating electoral votes in ~~ 
portion to popular votes is adopted, is to 
change the present-constitutional require- 
ment for an arithmetical majority of the 
electoral votes and to provide that any 
candidate shall be elected President who 
obtains a plurality of the electoral votes. 
This change, of course, can be effectuated 
only by amendment. 

Also, the only clear-cut way to remove 
the threat of a revolt among the electors 
is to abolish the electors. 

The House Committee on the Judiciary, 
of which I am a member, is currently con- 
sidering proposals to provide for some of 
the basic changes I have proposed in this 
article, Early action, I am convinced, is 
vital, if we are to strengthen our democ- 
racy for the great trials in the years ahead.

An exhibition of 27 paintings 
and drawings by Alexandre Jacov- 
leff, who died in Paris in 1938, 
opened today at Noonan-Kocian 
Galleries, 1000 Locust street. The 


artist, born in Russia, fled at the 
time of the Revolution. He paint 
ed natives tn many remote cor- 
ners of the world, becoming 
known for his Chinese and Afri- 
can series, 

For two years, Jacovieff was 
director of painting and drawing 
at the Boston Museum School of 
Fine Arts. He is represented in 
the Luxembourg and other mu- 
seums., 

The group of works on view 
here shows the artist worked ex- 
tensively in styles other than the 
dramatic realism of his exotic 
characters from far off lands. 
There are several semi-abstrac- 
tions and some evidences of ex- 
perimentation with treatment of 
textures and volumes. 

Of a series of fantasies, “Fan- 
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tasie Classique” ranges farthest 
into the abstract. Vaguely Roman | 
or Greek forms are suggested, | 


rangement of masses of bright 
red and green. Other fantasies 
draw imagery from -unusual dis- 
coveries made on archeological 
expeditions for which Jacovleff 
was staff artist. 

“Nature Morte,” in which the 
rounded line of a wine glass 
appears to protrude from the can- 
vas, exemplifies. exploration of | 
plastic painting. 

The bulk of the show, however, 
would indicate that the artist’s 
strength lies in his facile drafts- 
manship in the Russian academic 
tradition and the adaptation of 
his dashing, romantic line to a 
wide range of subjects in many 
characterizations that never be- 
come caricature. 

On view in bright colors are 
family groups, street merchants 
and proud, war-like chiefs of 
tribes in Baghdad, Persia and 
Chinese Turkestan. Some are en- 
dowed with mystery, others with 
barbaric dignity and all seem vio- 
lently alive. 

The largest picture is “Under a 
Kirghiz Tent,” one of a_ series 
reproduced in the National Ge- 
ographic in 1936. Interpretation

was followed by the successful en- 
try of a food convoy into Jerusa- 
lem, I thought it quite likely this 
was a sacrifice operation in which 
the detachment at Kastel might 
be sacrificed in order to get the 
convoy through, but it now ap- 
pears that the Jewish army has 
much larger forces available in 
the fighting area near Jerusalem, 
enough for pounter-attack and a 
more or less continuous struggle 
to keep the convoys moving. Other 
convoys are reported making their 
appearance, proceeding toward Je- 
rusalem. : 


Fate of 100,000 at Stake. 


Thus it is quite possible that the 
road from Jerusalem to the sea 
may become the axis of a decisive 
battle in which the fate of 100,000 
Jewish men, womeén and children 
in Jerusalem may be at stake. 

If this is so, one immediate ob- 
jective of Jewish forces must be 
to repair the pipeline which sup- 
plies Jerusalem with water and 
try to keep it guarded. This will 
not be easy, as it is 30 kilometers 
long and runs through very rugged 
country. . 

Fawzi Bey’s staff is known to 
be giving considerable attention to 
training small commando groups 


in the handling and use of explo- |. 


sives, a branch of warfare in which 
the Jews have hitherto enjoyed a 
considerable superiority. A few 
determined men could make the 
operation of this vital pipeline 
highly precarious unless the Jew- 
ish army is able to occupy and 
control the whole central sector of 
Palestine. 

Thus the necessity of rescuing 
the Jewish population of Jerusa- 
lem appears to be bringing on 
large scale fighting in Palestine 
more than a month before the 
end of the British mandate, and 
while British troops are still in 
the country in considerable num- 
bers, though not in anything like 
‘the numbers which are currently 
reported abroad. I doubt whether 
British combat strength in Pales- 
tine exceeds 20,000 men, and it 
may be less rather than more. 
Only about 2500 of these are in 
the Jerusalem area. 

So far, there has beén no indi- 
eation the British intend to inter- 
vene in the fighting as it ap- 
proaches the proportions of a 
major battle. Possibly the Brit- 
ish commander feels he is not

ish army throwing in a’ rising 
scale of effort to push more con-| 
voys through to Jerusalem—an ef- 
fort which ordinarily will make 
military sense only if we are to as- 
sume an intention to seize and 
control the road from Jerusalem 
to the sea, plus the pipeline which 
parallels it, on a permanent basis. 

My guess would be that the 
Jewish command entered upon 
this course reluctantly, and per- 
haps have had their hands forced | 
before they were fully prepared. 
It is too soon to form any reason- 
able opinion as to how the battle 
is going, in fact it may be some 


days before this will be possible.

tine. 

They were Senator Myers 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, and Major 
David L. Lawrence of Pittsburgh. 
Myers told reporters after a White 
House conference that Truman re- 
peated his belief that the proposed 
trusteeship for Palestine should 
be temporary. 

“He wants to prevent murder, 
bloodshed and terrorism,” Myers 
added.

achieved our ambition of 
dizzy heights of 
Mount Kilimanjaro, 19,780 feet 
above the lush plains of British 
East Africa, which the veterans 
describe as just a “walk” and not 
a “climb” at all, 

But it was an exhausting duel 
with nature, an agonizing, lung- 
bursting fight all the way. I al- 
most gave up within sight of the 
top, and when I did get there at 
last, my exultation lasted about 30 
seconds. 

Then I had only one ambition— 
to get back down again as fast as 
1 could. 

It took us five days to go up, 
two to come back down. 

The story of our trip is one filled 
with beauty and misery, exhaus- 
tion and mental depression—and 
strange absurdities. For example, 
there we were, four Americans and 
a Briton heavily clothed and boot- 
ed against the weather, while 
ahead of us moved our native 
boys, barefooted and dressed only 
in skimpy shorts and shirts. 

We got so exhausted in the early 
stages that we had to rest every 
half hour or so while these native 
boys with 50-pound packs on their 
heads moved along rapidly and got 
so far ahead that they had to sit 
down and wait on us. 

It was equally absurd when we 
had reached a point which I 


‘thought was far beyond where we 


would meet anyone. And who 
popped up but a smiling and 
white-turbaned Hindu, en route to 
the top of Mount Kilimanjaro too 
—with one of the biggest portable 
radios ever constructed in Eng- 
land. A radio dealer, all he want- 
ed to do was get a picture of the 
radio on the top of the African 
world, 

There were five of us in our 


party, excluding the native boys 
who lugged our food, extra cloth- 
ing, photographic and radio equip- 
ment. In addition to myself, a 
29-year-old former Minnesotan, 
there were Weldon King, 36, of 
Springfield, Mo., and Errol Prince, 
36, of Milwaukee, both photogra- 
phers; Robert Leo, 27, of San 
Mateo, Calif., our radio man, and 
Norman Wakeford, 25, of Mom- 
basa, Kenya Colony, a Briton who 
lives in Africa. 

Commander Attilio Gatti, head 
of our Gatti-Hallicrafters expedi- 
tion in this remote corner of the 
world, stayed in the camp at the 
base of the mountain to direct 
our operations by radio, 

The climb is made in four 
stages: From Kibo hotel to Bis- 
marck hut, an ascent from 4500 
feet to 9000 feet; from Bismarck 
hut to Peter’s hut at 12,000 feet; 
from Peter’s hut to Kibo hut at 
16,000 feet; and from Kibo hut up 
the almost sheer sides of Kibo 
peak, through searingly thin and 
usually bitter cold air at the top. 

We started out the first day 
about noon. I felt ridiculous with 
my heavy hob-nailed boots, metal- 
tipped walking stick and elabo- 
rately chosen clothing beside the 
jabbering natives in their skimpy 
dress. 

We had not gone far before our 
hearts began pounding from the 
unusual activity. The only relief 
we had from the heat that mount- 
ed steadily as the sun beat 
through the shade trees was a 
spray-like rain that swept us spas- 
modically, 

We came out of the forest Into 
an area of sparse grass, rocks 
and scrubby trees. It was here, 
when we thought we were miles 
from anyone, that Mr. Singh, with 
a clean white turban wrapped 
atop his head, met us and said 
he would like to join his group 


‘with ours. 


By late afternoon we were 
tired, dirty, unhappy, and soaked 
by the stinging rain which lashed 
us. We numbly plodded on, won-

dering why we had come in the 
first place and certain we would 
never get anywhere. We made 
Bismarck, and plopped down ex- 
hausted. 

We slept like dead men, fully- 
dressed on straw-covered bunks. 
Even the cold, with only one 
small stove in an adjoining room 
to beat it off, didn’t bother us, 
We started at 9:30 the next morn- 


ing. 

First we plunged through an- 
other forest area, and the climb- 
ing was approximately the same 
as taking stairs up to the top of 
the Empire State building. The 
weather was a constant menace; 
for perhaps a half hour it was 
sweltering; then the wind came 
up and froze the perspiration.

FOUND my best place at that 
| stage to be behind Wakeford 

and somewhat ahead of King, 
Prince and Leo. The best I could 
do was about 55 minutes, then 
slump exhaustedly to the ground 
for 15. Cigarettes were forgotten. 

Wearlly we dragged on, up 
ridge and down gorge. It was as 
simple as that. You couldn't 
stop because there was no place 
to stop. There was nothing to 
do but plod' foot after foot and 
hope that your heart didn’t give 
out, which sometimes seemed 
might happen. 

We were dizzy by the time we 
reached Peter’s, 12,500 feet up. 
King had been seized with severe

The Words “Remorse” and “Satan” 


OTH of these words have in-

‘New Popular Records

ATS WALLER once put into music his impressions of various 
F districts of London, Acetates of the plano solos were made, but 

records were never released. “Toots” Camarata took the ace- 
tates to London, had them orchestrated. Now the magnificent re- 
sults are contgined in a London album of “Fats Waller’s London 
Suite.” It is played by Ted Heath’s band, one of England's best 
and one that approaches the perfection in sound of the late Glenn 
Miller’s band.
